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The amendment filed on 9/10/2003 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because of 
the following reasons. 

The originally elected invention (claim 42) is drawn to an in vitro assay using ODAR, classified in Class 435, subclass 7.2. 
Claims 43-54 are drawn to in vivo methods that test the ability of a compound to effect bone density, classified in 424, 
subclass 9.1. 

These methods use different ingredients and different process steps to measure different parameters. The invention of claim 
42 is an in vitro assay which uses a binding assay not used in the method of claims 43-54, whilst the method of claims 43-54 uses an 
animal not used in the method of claim 42 and measures bone density which is not measured in the method of claim 42. Therefore, 
the aforementioned methods are patentably distinct.
